Supei visor Asks Ixical Club 
For Support Of Charter 
Amendments 

To protect jobs of conscripted 
employees of Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty and remove political re.stric- 
tions now in effect which hamper 
the selection of comr<etfn. per- 
.sons to serve on the Civil Service 
Commission, resident.a of Los An¬ 
geles County will bo a.skcd to 
vote on two proposed amendments 
;o the Lo.s Angeles county char¬ 
ter at the general election No¬ 
vember 5. County Supervisor W. 
A. Smith told the Woman's Club 
yesterday afternoon. 

The fir.'t proposition, he said, 
will seek to void that part of the 
County Caarter which would pre¬ 
vent a county job being held open 
for any county employee going 
into any branch of the Federal 
Service. In view of the fact that 
3000 county employees belong to 
the Army and Naval Reserves or 
the National Guard, 400 having I 
been called to date and 900 more I 
to report in January, aside from ! 
the many who will be conscripted, 
the supervi.sors have placed the 
amendment on the ballot to pro¬ 
tect the jobs of men called up 
for National defense. 

The second proposition, If adop¬ 
ted. will abrogate that portion of 
the charter which states that no 
two memebrs of any political 
party may serve on the Civil ; 
Service Commis.sion. According to ' 
Mr. Smith, this clause has greatly I 
limited the group from which ' 
comml.saioners may be selected j 
and should be abolished for great¬ 
er efficiency within the commis¬ 
sion. I 

Speaking briefly of the major ! 
governmental problems in Los 
Angeles County, Mr. Smith placed 
relief first s lying "The first 
problem is relief, which last year ^ 
consumed 67 and four-tenths of I 
your tax dollar and this year will 
con.sume more than 70 cents. 
Seventy-five percent^^ of tho.se re¬ 
ceiving relief in this county are 
aut.sider.s and are not the county’s 
"cspon.'ibility." 

He advocated that all relief 
funds should come from the Fed- 
cril government, bu tbe adminis¬ 
tered locally, thus doing away 
with the unjustly heavy relief 
burden now being carried. 

Mr. Smith was Introduced by 
Councilman Thomas Schwartz.

I zen, L. E. Steinberger, at Lima 
I street and Sierra Madre blvd., 
j was submitted by Police Chief 
Gordon McMillan and adopted i^i 
its entirety by the city council 
Tuesday night. 

McMillan suggested placement 
of a boulevard stop sign at Lima 
street and Sierri Madre blvd.; 
erection of reflectorized "cros- 
road" and “slow” sign.! on Sierra 
Madre blvd. cast and we.st of 
Michillinda blvd., and on Michil- 
linda south of Sierra Madre blvd.; 
erection of 15-ralle speed inter¬ 
section signs at 5rand View and 
Sunnyside avenue. 

Commenting on requesLs for ad¬ 
ditional stops at Michillinda ave¬ 
nue and Mt. Trail where they in¬ 
tersect Sierri Madre blvd., Mc¬ 
Millan said he did not believe in 
breaking the speed of motorists 
by placing signs elsewhere on t.ie 
boulevard. His letter read in port: 
"As to fast driving on Sierra 
Madre blvd., in the residence sec¬ 
tions, it is my opinion from per¬ 
sonal observation and reports from 
other.! that the same conditions 
exist here thit do in every otner 
state. . . Due to our speed laws 
which have over a period of 
yoirs been made more liberal and 
more difficult to enforce, the ma¬ 
jority of t.:e motoring public h.is 
become accustomed to traveling 
faster than 25 miles per hour in 
the residence district on through 
boulevanis; in many places up to 
35 miles per hour without being 
arrested. 

He recommended erection of a 
"15-miIe speed at intersection" j 
sign at Carter and Hermosi ave- j 
nues; also that parking be pro¬ 
hibited on the east --ide of Her- 
mosa avenue from Carter avenue i 
north to the first driveway and 
on the west side of Carter avonu ' 
north to the south entr.uice of 
Wistaria Vine Garchens; th.at a 
center line be palat^d cm Carter 
avenue west from Hermnsa about 
.50 feet pa.st the crest of the 
grade, and on Herm.o.sa avenue 
extending about 50 feet north 
from Carter with broken, curved 
lines defining the turning radius 
at the intcr.-ection. Parking on 
the south side of Carter 50 feet 
cac.i ride of centerline of Hermosa 
should be prohibited, Chief Mc¬ 
Millan said. 

Mc.Millan asked that cro.sswalk.s 
bo painted every six montlis in¬

It Is appropriate to recall In 
this troubled autumn that October-

day with Teddy’s famed dictum: 
“Speak softly, but carry a big 
stick.” We have a tremendous air 
fleet—on order. We have millions 
of automatic rifles and thousands 
of machine guns and tanks— on 
order. We'll have a modem, well- 
armed, highly-trained army and 
air force—two or t-hree years from 
now. Meanwhile, until ^hose long 
months pass and those weapons 
of ladn and air are created, we 
stand virtually deCen.selc.'’s agaVist 
any potential aggressor sav .'or 
the one “big stick” we have in 
readiness: a Navy efficient, pow- 
erfu', and respected abroad. Every 
American has heartfelt reason to 
rejoice that Navy Day will find 
the great gray fleet, not on blue¬ 
prints ,ni t “on order,” bui on the 
high seas: guns primed, sea.men 
Oh duty. At least we have one of 
the “big sticks” old Teddy wisaly 
warned we should never be with¬ 
out; and it Is most 'Itting that 
Navy Day also is commemorative 
of his birth. 


STAND BEHIND THEM 

Behind the sixteen and one-half 
million men who registered for 
selective service last week and 
now await the drawing of their 
serial numbers in Washington, 
there was the awesome might of 
I a nation fully conscious of its 
danger in a war-stricken world 
determined to build round itself 
the formidable strength which 
alone commands respect from con¬ 
quest hungry powers. 

On the critical need for this 
positive step there was no conflict 
of opinion. This was as it should 
have been. A nation facing a 
menacing situation dare not be di¬ 
vided on Its answer to so cmciJl 
a question as “Shall we seek to 
defend ourselves or not?” There 
can be only one reply. All Ameri 
ca heard it In the treads of 
marching millions on "R” day. 
hears it today in the rising tempo 
of plants, factories and assembly 
lines, producing the machines and 
equipment to put teeth Into that 
determination. 

Division of opinion on just how 
we want the job done, and under 
whose auspices, is legitimate ano 
desirable In Einy free nation. But 
that the job shall be done—on this 
we can afford no disunity of opin¬ 
ion. Nothing has yet cancelled the 
truth of th'at utterance, “United 
we stand, divided we fall!” It ap¬ 
plies to those deliberately or mls- 
guldedly bent on baiting capital 
or labor, bent on stirring up 
strife between religions or races 
It applies as well to a minority of 
political promoters short-sighted | 
enough to attempt to revive old 
quarrels, to stir up enmity among 
local business groups, or to pen¬ 
alize one type of legitimate en¬ 
terprise at the expense of another 
in exchange for votes and favors. 

We must put aside such petty 
strife and pull together. For if we 
are united, we stand!

From a Federal Court in San 
Francisco tl>e other day, the 
Amerlcm born youth, who had 
loudly praised Hitler in menacing 
letters to the two newspapermen, 
received a three year probation 
term. Out of the account he gave 
of himself before Federal Judge 
St. Sure came the picture of an 
over-wrought individual, blindly 
devoted to a recently deceased 
mother who was inten ely pro- 
German in her .sympattles. Pre- 
.sumably, the violent letters he 
wrote constituted, in hi.; mind, an 
“act of revenge." However, the 
youth was not such a fanatic out 
that he could admit hi.s fate, 
under similar circumstances in 
Germany, would have be«n the 
guillotine. At hli own request, he 
was given leave by the court t. 
return to Monterey to live his 
action down.

SEEMS STRANGE NOW 

Two men spoke from the great 
stage of the Metropolitan Opera 
House on the night of November 
3, 1932, to a huge crowd of cheer¬ 
ing New Yorkers. It wa^s the final 
rady of the Roosevelt supporters 
to oust Herbert Hoover from the 
White House. Said one of the 
speakers: 

’’ Irasent at any time or any 
place the attitude that the 
safety of this country depend.- 
on any man holding his job. . . 
We have learned in industry, at 
least, to regard with reserva¬ 
tion the people who, no matter 
how honestly, think themselves 
indl.spensable.” 

Tlie second man said some¬ 
thing of the same kind when his 
turn came to speak:

'There is no indispensable 
ma.n.’

Young, author of the Young 
Reparations Plan and former head 
of the General Electric Company.

Every citizen — and not just 
those who are able to read Ger¬ 
man ought to be aware of just 
what the Goebbels propaganda 
bureaus have in mind by way of 
scuttling a democracy by remote 
control! 

America ought to read the pro¬ 
gram, not in a book whose au¬ 
thorship is loudly denied, but in 
the daily newspapers as they roll 
off Nazi-controlled presses here 
every day!

Legislature, instead of sessions 
every two years. It alsa embraces 
many other sweeping provisions, 
requiring that budgets be pre¬ 
pared annually, increasing the 
authority of the Legislature at 
special sessions, etc. 

Sena tar Robert W. Kenny of 
Los Angeles and Senator Edward 
H. Tickle of Carmel, arguing in 
favor of the amendment, insist 
that: "The Legislature will be in 
closer touch with the problems 
of State by meeting annually: 
the people will become more con¬ 
versant with governmental activi¬ 
ties and the cost thereof." 

It is this writer’s con idered 
opinion, on tie other hand, that 
annual sessions of the Legislature 
•would serve no good purpose— 
but would, on the contrary, tend 
to keep agriculture, business, in- 
du.stry and citizen.^ generally in 
\ constant .-itate of suspended 
;animation, wondering what might 
be enacted ne.xt. 

It may be that reforms in 
legislature procedure are neces- 
s.ary, but No. 16 would simply 
make a bad situation twice as 
bad by making it twice as fre¬ 
quent.

O The Spahn home, between 
Sierra Madre blvd. and West 
Montecito avenue, is part of the 
six-acre estate originally owned 
by the Gregory's; and Albert 
Gregory’s father built t.ie house 
the Spahns now live in —the first 
home built in Sierra Madre. An 
old stone milk house still stand-, 
now overgrown and heavy with 
ivy. Pepper trees, palms, cam¬ 
phors, maples, an enormous esr- 
ob. purple blossomed jacaranda.

C ALIFORNI.A, as one of the 
world's most beautiful and 
famous playgrounds, ha.s a 
big stake in its parks and beach¬ 
es. 

And outdoor enthusiasts are up 
in arms against Proposition No, 
13 on the State billot, which 
would empower the Legislature to 
authorize the sale of State park 
lands cantaining valuable oil or 
gas deposits. 

Senator Ed Fletcher of San 
Diego and Senator J. C. Oirrison 
of Modesto, however, have signed 
the official argument in favor of 
the meisure in the Voters’ Pam¬ 
phlet, contending: 

"This measure is designed to 
protect the interests of the State 
in the event that oil and gas de¬ 
posits should be di.scovercd be¬ 
neath lands which are owned by 
the State as part of tlie State 
Park System. 

"The discovery of oil or gas in 
the vicinity of a Slate park an 1 
tae resulting erection of derricks 
and production of oil from pri¬ 
vately owned lands adjacent to 
the park would normally result in 
a two-fold loss to the State. Not 
only would the wells on private 
lands in miny instances 
wholly or partly de-troy the value 
of the State lands for park pur¬ 
poses.” 

Tiking up the cudgels against 
No. 13, William E. Colby, for 
many years chairman of the 
California State Park Commis¬ 
sion, and Goeffrey Francis Mor¬ 
gan. president of the Shoreline 
Planning As.socation, declare in 
their argument against the pro¬ 
posal : 

"T.iis dangerous and ill-con¬ 
sidered proposal strikes at the 
very heart of the Calirornia State 
Park system. Under the terms o*' 
this de-'tructive and short-.sighted 
amendment, any Legislature at 
any time can sell or lease any of 
our State parks and thus per¬ 
manently destroy these priceless 
values. The only check is that in 
the opinion of the Legislature 
(and It Is the sole judge), the 
parks must ))e more valuable for 
oil and gas than for recreation 
To make matters wor.'c. under 
this amendment the money from 
.such sales does not h.ivc to be 
used for buying other parks, but 
may be use<i ‘for any other pur¬ 
pose.’ Thus, the millions of d >1- 
lars generou.sly donated for park 
could be used for any other pur¬ 
pose the Legislature sees fit. 
Could there be -a more flagrant 
violation of a sacred trust? This 
would put an end to private 
gifts.” 

Among organizations on record 
against the propo.sal are the Cali¬ 
fornia State Park Conimi«sion. 
Sierra Club, Sive-the-Redwoods 
League, Californi.v State Chamber 
of Commerce (Conservation Sec¬ 
tion ), Tamalpal.s Conservation 
Club and many other groups. 

Proposition No. 16 on the gen¬ 
eral election ballot would provide 
for 'annual 60-day sessions of the
